Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 , 3-4 are allowed. 

Re claim 1 , None of the prior art of record disclose of the specific wherein the circuit 
having an amplifier circuit configured to amplify the input signal by comparing the input 
signal with a reference voltage; a reference voltage .generator circuit configured to 
generate the reference voltage, the reference voltage gradually increasing in response 
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to cancellation of the shutting down of the internal circuit; and a circuit configured to 
bypass a resistor of the reference voltage generator circuit in response to the 
cancellation of the shutting down of the internal circuit until the output of the digital delay 
circuit cancels the muting of the input signal, so as to accelerate the gradual increase of 
the reference voltage.
